may ſce, that the Church is a Company 
of the Redeemed out of every Kindred 
and People, and Tongue, and Nation, 
He received no Revelation concerning any 
one Eminent Place above all others ; upon 
which all other Churches, and their Mem- 
bers ſhould depend as their Oracle ; which 
ſurely had there been ſo great a neceſſity 
as is aſſerted by the Roman Biſhop, it 
would not have been hid from him, who 
was the laſt perſon that was to be immedi- 
ately empowered from Heaven to inſtruct 
the Churches. It was ſhowed him indeed 
in a Vition, that Rome (ſhould be the Seat 
of Antichriſt ; and if the Old Gentleman 
like this, let him take it, and make much 
of it, we envy him not. 

When the Apoſtles converted any to the 
Faith, did they dire&t them to any parti- 
cular Country, City or Church of Note, 
and namely to Rome, as whereunto they 
muſt 'of neceſſity be united, or elſe there 
was no Salvation for them ? If a man in 
this caſe of Conſcience , being troubled in 
mind, ſhould demand of a Jeſuit, what he 
ſhould do to attain Everlalting Life ? His 
Aniwer would readily be this, You muſt be

And ever was there, nay, cver can there 
be a clearer Evidence of this to the World, 
than in this ſirange Tradition? Wherein

an Anathema, that Rome is the Mother and 
Miſtreſs of all other Churches 3 not as a 
caſe of probability, but as an Article of 
Faith : Nor this in any implicite Belicf, but 
fuch, without which none can be faved-: 
Nor yet in the ordinary manner of prote(- 
fion, but (by the Popes, Pricfts and Eccle- 
faſticks) under the form of an Oath. And 
ought not the Roman Prelate to have ſtood 
upon infallible Principles, for making good 
this Tradition, than which he has not any 
one more vulgar, preſhng and binding a» 
among all the Tenents of his Church ?

ons, which 'had been a work much more 
worth than all their Books/W hat need had 
there been of Councils 7 To what purpoſe 
to trouble. {o many Univertities ? To call 
{o many Learned Divines ?. To 

turn over {o many Books ? To weary their 
Heads in the finding out of the Truth, in 
diſcuſſing of hard Queſtions, and ſatisfy - 
ing of Doubts ? Legit ut Clericus, and the 
Collyer's Creed, been Leaming and 
Religion enough (and God knows 'twas 
all many of the. Kamiſh Clergy for (everal 
Ages had) if all the reſt might fo quick- 
ly, and cafily have been known, from the 
only Judgment and Determination of the 
Pope.

to rebell againit his Lord and Maſter, the 
Emperor Henry the Fourth, ſent to the 
ſame Duke a Crown with this Inſcripti- 
on, Petra dedit Petro Romam, tibi Papa 
Coronam. In which - © pray that Pope, 
who wickedly divided the SubjeR from 
hjs Prince, did notwithſtanding truly di- 
ſtinguiſh Petr from Petrus : Thus tis evi- 
dent, not only from our, but their own 
Expoſlitors (and ſome of them no leſs 
than Popes) that this place has no relati- 
on to St. Peter's Perſon, but his Confeſſi- 
ON. 
Beſides, St. Peter was not more called 
a Stone here,than all the reſt are elſewhere 
for every one of the Apoſtles have the 
ſame Title beſtowed upon them,Rev. 21, 
14.where the Wall of the City has twelve 
Foundations, and upon them twelve 
Names of the twelve Apoſtles, of which 
every one, in reſpet of his Power and 
Dignity in the Church, is particularly 
compared to a Precious Stone, ver. 18, 
and when the Wall of that City, the 
Church, was meaſured by the Angel, *tis 
found to be one. hundred forty four Cu-

And for the following words, I will 
give thee the Keys of Heaven, &c. What is 
meant by Keys, is very well known to 
denote the empowering of him to exer- 
ciſe Cenſures, to exclude notorious and 
impertinent Offenders; yet upon their 
Repentance, to open the Door, and re- 
ceive them into the Church again 3 and 
what he did in this kind, as he ought, 
ſhould be made good in Heaven. And 
what was here promiſed to St. Peter, was 
given to all the reſt in Job! 20. ver. 21. 
As my Father ſent me, ſo ſend I you, &c. He 
ſent me to open Heaven to the Penitent \, fo 
ſend IT you : He ſent me to preach Liberty to 
the Captives, ſo ſend I you: whoſe Sins ye 
remit, they are remitted, and whoſe Sins 
ye retain, they are retained, A larger Com- 
million than this cannot be granted, with- 
out the Old Gentleman will make Sr.

All which 
he cannot deny, only adds, 'lcatt he ſhould 
ſay nothing) That St. Peter was a.chicf 
Man among the reſt, which is not the 
Cueſtion, neither cver was it deny'd by 
the Church of Eugland, 

Another place produc'd by thcir Cardi- 
nal, is, foha 21. terſe 15. trom whence 
(fays he) (c) *ris apparent, that Chrilſt 
gave more to St, Petcr, than he did to any 
other of the Apoſtles : For there our Sa- 
viour directs his Speech to St, Peter alone, 
by name, Simon Foarna , and diligis me 
plus bis?
